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the distal end, the magnetic seed having a tether thereon, applying a magnetic field to 
orient the seed, and thus the distal end portion of the delivery catheter in the desired 
direction, advancing the catheter in the desired direction, and further comprising the 
step of removing the magnetically responsive seed from the lumen of the catheter with 
the tether when the distal end of the delivery catheter is in the desired location in the 
heart ; deploying a pacing lead from the distal end of the delivery catheter; and 
magnetically navigating the pacing lead to the pacing application site .

the stylette, and further comprising the step of removing the stylette from the lumen of 
the when the distal end of the delivery catheter is in the desired location in the heart;

navigating the pacing lead to the pacing application site .

lead adjacent the distal end, the magnetic seed having a tether thereon, applying a 
magnetic field to orient the seed, and thus the distal end portion of the pacing lead in 
the desired direction, advancing the pacing lead in the desired direction, and further 
comprising the step of removing the magnetically responsive seed from the lumen of the 
pacing lead with the tether when the distal end of the pacing lead is in the desired 
location at the pacing site.

application site by inserting a stylette having a magnetically responsive seed thereon 
into the lumen of the pacing lead so that the seed is adjacent the distal end, applying a 
magnetic field to orient the seed, and thus the distal end portion of the pacing lead in 
the desired direction, advancing the catheter in the desired direction by pushing the 
catheter and/or the stylette, and further comprising the step of removing the stylette 
from the lumen of the pacing lead when the distal end of the pacing lead catheter is in 
the desired location at the pacing site.
